ernors, now in session at Groton, 
near here, to consider a _ proposal 
for a. division of authority and co 
operative action between the Federal 
and State governments in the en- 
forcement of the prohibition laws. 
The proposal, embodied in a letter 
to Governor Roosevelt, and read to 
the conference today by the New 
York Executive, was that the Fed- 
eral Government direct its efforts 
against what might be termed the 
‘“‘wholesale’’ end of the {illicit liquor 
| trade, while the State governments 
devote their attention to the ‘‘retail’’ 
|} end of the business. 

In the letter, composed especially 
for the conference at the request of 
Governor Roosevelt, Mr. Wicker- 
|sham characterized his proposal as 
one which might lead to modifica- 
| tion of the prohibition laws so as 
|to make them “reasonably enforce- 
able’’ and thus remove “‘one great 
source of demoralizing and pecuni- 
arily profitable crime. 

Mr. Wickersham’'s letter was in- 
cluded by Governor Roosevelt in his 
address on ‘‘Cooperation of the Gov- 
ernors on Crime Problems” and was 
offered by Mr. Roosevelt to the con-

Letter Brings Issue to the Fore. 


The missive had the effect, how- 
ever, of making prohibition the chief 
topic in the minds of all present and 
for a time threatened to inject a 
turbulent element into the proceed- 
ings.

Wickersham’s Letter. 


The text of the Wickersham letter 
follows: 

Dear Governor Roosevelt: 

President Hoover in his inaugural 
address emphasized the need of an 
urgent respect for law and the im- 
proved treatment of crime and 
criminals. In his address to the 
— on its organization, he 
said: 

“A nation does not fail from its 
growth and wealth or power, but 
no nation can for long survive fail- 
ure of its citizens to respect and 
obey the laws which they them- 
selves make; nor can it survive 
decadence of the moral and spirit- 
ual contracts that are the basis of 
respect for law, nor from neglect 
to organize itself.’’ 

To defeat crime and the corrup- 
tion that flows from it, he ex- 
pressed the hope that the commis- 
sion shall secure an accurate de- 
termination of effect and cause, 
following them with constructive, 
courageous conclusions which will 
bring public understanding and 
command public support of its con- 
clusions. 

In a previous statement to the 
press the President stated that 
the purpose of the commission was 
to examine and critically consider 
the entire Federal machinery of 
justice, construction of its func- 
tion, simplification of its pro- 
cedure, the provision of additional 
special tribunals and better selec- 
tion of juries, the moral, effective 
organization of our agency of in- 
vestigation and prosecution. It 
will also naturally include consid- 
eration of the enforcement of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. 

From these statements you will 
understand what a broad scope we 
have and what a heavy duty is laid 
upon us. Every intelligent person 
must be aware that the general 
attitude of the American people 
toward the law has fallen far short 
of what it should be. It is not 
only shown in the open disrespect 
for the Volstead law, but in the 
eneral attitude of 
aw’’ so long as one can get by 
with it.

The first thing our commission | 


did was to endeavor to secure ac- 
tua], reliable statistics of the ex- 
isting amount of crime, the increase 
or decrease of crime during the 
past decade, the actual delays of 
the enforcement of justice and the 
amount of congestion of the crim- 
inal courts. There are no reliable 
statistics furnishing this informa- 
tion. 

The New York Crime Commis- 
sion, whose admirable reports have 
been most helpful to us, came upon 
the same lack, and upon their rec- 
ommendations the Legislature last 
year passed an act to supply this 
want so far as our State is con- 
cerned. 

I think !f the Governor's con- 
ference would recommend like ac- 
tion by all the States it w be 
helpful. 

Our commission is studying the 
subject and will, I think, recom- 
mend a uniform State law on the 
subject, with a voluntary admin- 
istration act in the meantime. 

Another subject we are inquiring 
into is the cost of extra legal pro- 
tection against crime, by the po- 
lice, armored cars, burglary, rob- 


bery and the fire insurance, &c., 
and a survey of conditions in Bos- 
ton, nearly completed, indicated 


that crime in that city actually 
has diminished during the past 
decade.

But if every arrest had to be 
| immediately recorded in a central

New Jersey Towns Are 
Victims of Bad-Check Scheme,

ATLANTIC CITY, July 16.—Mil 
wagon drivers at Pleasantville, 
Ocean City and Wildwood were the 
victims today of a new swindling 
scheme that netted about $300 for its 
operators. 

Four drivers for Abbott’s Dairies in 
Pleasantville were the first victims 
of bad checks, the amounts being 
$37, $47, $57 and $67 respectively. 
All the drivers, when they learned 
that the checks were worthless, told 
the same story. 

They were accosted by a man sit- 
ting on the steps of a vacant house 


along the route. He told them he 
had just rented the building and 
was moving in that day and that he 
owed a small milk bill on one of 
the other drivers’ routes. Offering 
to pay the bill, he produced a check, 
which the driver cashed because he 
felt he was doing a fellow-worker a 
favor in collecting the bill. 

In Ocean City the scheme was 
worked differently. A man and a 
woman approached the drivers say- 
ing they were leaving town and 
wished to pay their bill. They gave 
addresses on other drivers’ routes 
describing the man who delivered 
the bill. Checks were again p?o- 
duced and cashed. Three times 
this was worked in Ocean City. It 
was also understood by Ocean City 
police that the same scheme was suc- 
cessfully used in Wildwood on three 
drivers.

Prof. Hobbs Outlines Chicago- 
Europe Course Via the 
Greenland Ice Cap. 





AVOIDS HUDSON BAY PERILS 





Fliers Would Go to Montreal, 


Thence to Shelter Bay and 
Follow Hamiiton River. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, July 16.—Another flying 
route from Chicago to Europe by 
way of Greenland and Iceland, but 
having the advantage of avoiding the 
fogs of Hudson Bay and the ice jams 
of Port Burwell, at the tip of the 
Labrador Peninsula, has been out- 
lined by Professor William H. Hobbs 
of the University of Michigan. 
Professor Hobbs, whose weather 
observatory at Mount Evans, Green- 
land, has adder greatly to the knowl- 
edge of conditions on the Ice Cap 
and the plains bordering it, has long 
contended that the only practicable 
flying route over the Atlantic is 
through the northland. The disas- 
ter to the ‘’Untin’ Bowler having 
shown the difficulties of the line The 
Chicago Tribune's fliers followed, he 
set about to find one that would miss 
them. 4 
He suggests that the first leg of the 
flight would be from Chicago to Mon- 
treal. 700 miles, along nearly all of 
which an amphibian plane would 
find ample landing facilities. The 
next hop would be about 500 miles 
to Shelter Bay, on the north shore of 
Lawrence A jump of 400 
miles from Shelter Bay would carry 
the plane to Hamilton Inlet, on the 
Atlantic Coast 

Nearly one-half the distance from 
Shelter Bay to Hamilton Inlet is 
zlong the course’ of the Hamilton 
River, which would make a route 
easy to follow. 

Advantages of Route Detailed. 
In a letter sent to The Chicago 
Tribune the professor gives the ad- 


the St 


vantages as follows 

‘Hamilton Inlet is far enough back 
from the coast to be free from the 
ice and fog, but has salt water to 
facilitate plane landing and many 
sheltered harbors. Indian Harbor 
at the entrance is reached regularly, 
I think weekly, by boats from New- 
foundland ports and is a regular ren- 
dezvous for the fishermen of the 
Newfoundland fleet. 

“From Hamilton Inlet to Mount 
Evans the route I propose is directly 
across the water to Fiskenaesset (on 
the southwest coast of Greenland), 
over it to the Ice Cap, and then 
over the Cap 350 miles to Mount 
Evans. Hassell and Cramer flew the 
route from Fiskenaesset last year 
but were just off the border of the 
ice where, though the days were 
clear, it was very bumpy flying. 

“Over the Ice Cap itself along this 
route, as they later found, and as 
our scientific studies have proved, 
the wind is always from the #outh- 
east, thus giving them a tail wind 
throughout. 

Landmarks for Guidance. 


‘A great advantage of this route 


from Hamilton Inlet is that, if 
obliged to fly in the clouds and 
across water and as a result the 
plane is carried off its course, it 
comes out of the fog and clouds at 
some point on the great ice cap and 
has only to steer a course parallel 
to the border, but over the ice, with 
very striking landmarks always in 
sight. 

“Biskenaesset is easily reached 

rith supplies and could be used as 
an emergency landing place, or reg- 
ularly whenever good weather per- 
mits it to be seen. The expectation 
would be, however, that the plane 
would be fueled to reach Mount 
Evans by the nearly 1,000-mile hon 
here indicated. An emergency land- 
ing could be made on the Ice Cap, 
as Hassel and Cramer did last year. 
but with sutficient fuel this would 
not be necessary.”’ 

The journey from Hamilton Inlet 
to Fiskenaesset, the maps show, is 
625 miles, all over water The navi- 
gators here would have to fly by 
compass, but the good points of the 
Ice Cap are emphasized by Professor 
Hobbs as follows: 

“Flying by instruments _ direct 
across the stretch, even in foggy 
or cloudy weather, leaves the fliers 
the assurance always of the white 
dome of ice as guide once the coast 
is left. 

“The advantage of making Mount 
Evans a base is the dryness of the 
atmosphere and the total absence of 
clouds and floating ice, in addition 
to the great fjord 120 miles long, 
and the equally long, high ice arm 
to the south of it 

‘‘From Mount Evans it is 400 miles 
across the Ice Cap with a tail wind 
throughout in either direction (ac- 
cording to the height chosen by the 
pilot) to Angmagssalik. At this point 
on the East Greenland coast there 
are a radio station and a weather 
station 
As Emergency Refueling Station. 

‘Tts harbor is often covered by 
floating ice, as is Port Burwe!l’s. The 
plan would therefore be

‘I believe that Hamilton Inlet, be- 
ing so long, can De utilized to avoid 


the coast fogs while still possessing 
the advantage of salt water for 


heavy seaplanes. I am investigating 
this at present and would like to 
visit the locality with a view to 
studying its adaptaibility.”’ 

From Shelter Bay it would be pos 
sible to fly a short distance east and 
follow the course of the Moisie River 
to the chain of lakes near the head 
of the Hamilton River The Moisie 
leads almost directly north between 
the 66th and 67th parallels of longi-| 
tude. 

It is not an untried route, as the 
lanes of the Quebec Government 
pe been taking supplies to the 
headwers of the Hamilton for the 
past two years. Trapping and tim-

MAN SHOT IN STREET 
BY FOUR IN AN AUTO 


Attack on Philadelphian in Lower 
East Side Is Laid to Racketeers 
—Victim Is Dying. 


Eddie Winger, 30 years old, of 454 
North Franklin Street, Philadelphia, 
is dying in Gouverneur Hospital of 
bullet wounds received early this 
morning when four men opened fire 
on him from an automobile in Riv- 


ington Street near Norfolk Street. 
Police believe the shooting was the 
result of a ‘‘racketeeers’ ’’ feud. 
Winger was walking through Riv- 
ington Street just after 1A. M. when 
a big sedan whirled up and stopped 
at the curb just abreast of him. 


Without a word of warning the four 
men in the car began firing. Winger 


fell, with two bullets through the 
neck and one through the left 
shoulder. But even then the men in 


the car continued to fire until their 


pistols were empty. Then they sped 
away. 

The street was practically deserted 
at the time but residents in the vi- 
cinity heard the shots and looked 
out their windows to see Winger’s 
body lying on the sidewalk. They 
telephoned the_ police Detectives 
were rushed to the scene from the 
Clinton Stret station and an ambu- 
lance was called and took Winger 
to the hospital. 

Meanwhile Deputy Police Commis- 
Sioner James P. Sinnott had been 
notified. Accompanied by high po- 
lice officials from headquarters, he 
drove to the hospital, where an ef- 
fort was made to get a statement 
from the wounded ‘man. Winger, 
however, was uncommunicative.

‘Walther League Editor Urges 
Lather’s Catechism as Guide to 
Happy Establishments.

FORT WAYNE, Ind., July 16 (4. 
—Professor Walter Maler of St. 
Louis, editor of The Walther League 
Messenger, speaking today at the 
international convention of the Wal- 
ther League, suggested to the young 
Lutherans that the Catechism writ- 


ten by Martin Luther 400 vears ago 
might be successfully used as a 
guide to the establishment of happy 
homes. 

Discussing conditions in modern 
homes, Professor Maier said that 
while comparisons might be unfair. 
“nevertheless we are willing to con- 
cede that if the home of today is 
compared with that of yesterday our 
present generation suffers in the 
comparison.” 
| “The home of yesterday,”’ he as- 
serted, ‘‘used to be a sanctuary and 
a veritable haven of spiritual refuge, 
but today it is hardly more than a 
human filling station. The question 
used to be, ‘What shall we do to- 
night?’ and the answer was found 
in the radiant companionship that 
encircled the family hearth, but the 
question today is, ‘Where shall we 
go tonight?’ and the answer is found 
in a series of suggestions which lead 
very definitely away from. the 
home.” 

Martin Luther, in his small Cate- 
chism, said Professor Maier, gave 
the following injunctions: 

*‘We should fear and love God that 
we may lead a chaste and decent 
life in word and deed, and each love

The decision of the Federal District 
Court which dismissed the suit of 
Frank G. Raichle, who sought an in- | 
junction to restrain the Federal Re- | 
serve Bank from enforcing increased | 
rates, was affirmed yes- 
terday by the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. This action disposes of the 
litigation in this 
Federal jurisdiction is concerned.

plained that he was acting on his

In his complaint, Mr. Raichle said 
the bank was organized to furnisn 
an elastic currency to afford means 
of discounting commercial paper 
and to establish a more effective 
supervision of banking It was not 
organized, the complaint declared, to 
create a money despotism which 
would control and manipulate pa- 
ternalistically or otherwise the mone- 
tary resources of the country. The 
complaint asked the court to re-| 
strain the bank, its officers, directors 
and others ‘‘from spreading propa- 
canda concerning an alleged money! 
shortage and credit stricture’ and 
“from any act calculated to curtail) 
the credit resources of the country.” 

The decision of the Circuit Court 
was unanimous. The opinion was 
written by Judge A. N. Hand ana 
was concurred in by Judges Learned 
Hand and Thomas S., Swan. It said 

‘Plaintiff's assertion that the bank 
has spread false propaganda regard- 
ing a money short? is inaccurate 
But the plaintiff relies on his charge 
that the defendant has engaged ina 
course of conduct which had for its 
object and purpose an arbitrary re- 
duction in the volume of collateral 
or brokers’ loans. It is nowhere said 
that the bank has acted in bad faith 
or has aimed to injure the de- 
fendant.”’ 

The decision says that the plaintiff | 
had seized upon the opinion of Jus- 
tice Holmes in the American Bank | 
and Trust Company against the Fed- 
er.l Bank to support his contention 
that a purpose to reduce the volume 
of brokers’ loans destroys his ordi- 
nary right to sell his own securities, 
fix the rates for extending credit and 
warn the public against inflation. It 
is explained that in this case a Fed- 
eral Reserve bank was charged with 
accumulating checks of country} 
banks and presenting them in large 
quantities in order to compel those 
banks to become members of the Re- 
serve bank or, at least, to open a non 
member clearing account with it. The 
decision continues 

“In such circumstances 
Holmes said that the ‘United States 
did not intend by statute to sanction 
that sort of warfare.’ In the case at 
bar the ‘principles of policy’ point 
the other way It would be an un- 
thinkable burden upon any banking 
system if its open market sale and 
discount rates were to be the subject 
of judicial review. Indeed, the cor 
rection of discount rates by judicial 
decree seems almost grotesque when 
we remember that conditions in the 
money market often change from 
hour to hour, and the disease would 
ordinarily be over long before a ju- 
dicial diagnosis could be made.”

The report] 
includes complete data from all mari-| 
time countries for the quarter end- 
ed June 30. 

While the United States ahd Great} 
Britain reported increased shipbuild-| 
ing, returns from Germany and other | 
countries showed a sharp decline} 
from the tonnage of the last quarter, 
which ended March 31. 

France, Italy, Sweden and Den-| 
mark are among the nations report-| 
ing declines in the volume of ship-| 
building. These are offset by in-| 
creases in Japan, Holland and Russia. | 
The declines and increases fairly bal-| 
ance, so that the total volume of 
building throughoyt the world is only | 
a few hundred tots more than at the 
end of thé last quarter 

At this time year the total! 
construction in all maritime nations| 
was 2,660,000 gross tons, approxi- 
mately 180,000 tons less than the 
present volume of work. At the end 
of June, 1928, Great Britain and Ire- 
land were constructing 1,202,000 tons, 
55,000 tons and 
other maritime countries combined | 
were producing 1,403,000 gross tons. | 

The present total for the United 
119,000 gross tons repre- 
sents the highest figure reached s 
June 30, 1927, when an aggregate of} 
147,000 tons was under construction. 
Also, the current volume for Great 
Britain and Ireland is larger than 
any since the beginning of 1928, 

With the decline in shipbuilding in 
Germany that country, with a last- 
quarter decrease of nearly 135,000] 
gross tons, is less than 100,000 tons | 
ahead of Japan in merchant build-| 
ing.
